4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art of 
record, Bashan et al, taken alone or in combination with any other references (such as Miyamato 
U.S. 5.864,588 discloses communications device, which includes a non-contact card 600, a clock 
generation circuit 690 for generating a clock signal 691 and a sampling signal 641) fails to teach 
a clock generation circuit with means of generating a sampling signal wherein the sampling 
signal having a plurality of pulses and a plurality of logic levels within each clock cycle (as 
shown in figs. # 2A-2F). These limitations in conjunction with other limitations in the claimed 
invention were not shown by the prior art of record.
